STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE, ROCKINGHAM, SS. 


To the Inhabitants of Intile Boar’s Head District, a village district in 
the Town of North Hampton organized under provision of Chapter 
196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote in District Affairs: — 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Stotts’ house in said 
district on the first Tuesday of September next (the 2nd day of the 
month) at quarter of eight o’clock in the evening (7.45 P. M.), 
Kastern Standard Time, for the following purposes: 


1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 


2. Tochoose a board of three commisioners, a clerk, a treasurer, 
and an auditor for the ensuing year. 


3. To take such action as you may desire as to allowing the 
same discount on district taxes as is allowed by the Town of North 
Hampton on town taxes. 


4. To take such action as you may desire in regard to drainage 
and mosquito prevention in surrounding marshes and swamps, and 
to appropriate money for the same. 


5. To take such action as you may desire in regard to purchas- 
ing a second hose cart, and to appropriate money for the same. 


6. To take such action as you may desire in regard to purchas- 
ing an additional one hundred feet of hose to bring our total hose up 
to one thousand feet, and in regard to dividing our hose equally 
between two hose carts to be kept at different points in the district, 
and to appropriate money for the same. 


7. ‘To take such action as you may desire in regard to purchas- 
ing new sections of hose to replace worn out sections, and to ap- 
propriate money for the same. 


8. To take such action as you may desire in regard to having 
seven additional hydrants installed on existing lines, at a cost to the 
district of ten dollars a hydrant per annum, and to appropriate 
money for the same. 
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9. To take such action as you may desire in regard to purchas- 
ing and planting shade and ornamental trees, and to appropriate 
money for the same. 


10. To raise such sum of money as may be needed for side- 
walks, hydrant services, fire protection, street lights, policing, 
drainage, shade and ornamental trees, and all other district 
expenses. 


11. To transact such other business as may legally come before 
said meeting.

Commissioners’ Report 


I. Sidewalks. 


Our sidewalks suffered no serious damage from storms last winter. 

Upon the State’s having put in riprap north of the breakwater by 
Mrs. French’s, the District replaced the strip of temporary 
wooden walk there with a new concrete sidewalk, thereby 
completing the repair of the damage caused by the storm of 
April, 1929. 

The District has arranged for the removal of the poison ivy from 
the side of the walk opposite ex-Governor Spaulding’s new house. 

- Other work on sidewalks during the past year has consisted of 

clearing and repairing as occasion demanded. 


Il. Fire Apparatus. 


At present our hose reel with 500 feet of our hose is in one of ex- 
Governor Fuller’s garages. Although one 50-foot section is in a 
leaky condition, this hose did good service last spring at the fire 
in the ice house on ex-Governor Spaulding’s land. 

The other 400 feet of our hose is on the North Hampton fire engine 
under loan, and we are not sure as to its condition. We have 
asked to have this 400 feet of hose returned to us, as it is desired 
to buy a new hose reel and 100 feet more of hose so that we can 
have a reel with 500 feet of hose in two locations in the District. 
It is also desired to buy enough new hose to replace all leaky 
sections. 


Ill. Hydrants. 


The charge of $900 a year for hydrant service continues to be our 
largest item of expense. We applied recently to the Hampton 
Water Works Company for the right to have additional hydrants 
at a lower rate. This was refused by the Water Company; and 
upon application by us to the Public Service Commission, the 
Water Company was upheld. 


IV. Drainage and Mosquito Prevention. 
Lack of an outlet to the sea from Little River Marsh prevented our 
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starting draining the marsh before late last fall, when the State 
completed the construction of the new trunk by the Fish Houses. 

Approximately two-thirds of the marsh has now been ditched. 
This, together with systematic spraying of stagnant pools with 
oil, has made a noticeable decrease in mosquitoes at Little 
Boar’s Head 

Assuming that we have had an average rainfall this season, we 
believe that the $1000 appropriated last year will largely 
complete the drainage of the marsh. It will be necessary to re- 
appropriate any unexpended balance. It is our belief that an 
additional $500 will take care of the maintenance of drains 
with any necessary spraying for the coming year. 

The drainage and mosquito prevention has been done under the 
supervision of Mr. Dalton Boynton, a former commissioner, who 
has given generously of his time. Mr. Boynton has had the 
expert advice of Professor Lowry of the University of New 
Hampshire. 


V. Shade and Ornamental Trees. 


The commissioners have under consideration the planting of shade 
and ornamental trees along our ocean front. This matter will be 
voted on at the coming meeting. 


VI. Harbor of Refuge. 

The commissioners of Little Boar’s Head District collaborated 
with those of Rye Beach District at a hearing before the rep- 
resentative of the Corps of Engineers of the War Department 
relative to the proposed construction by the Federal Govern- 
ment of a harbor of refuge in this vicinity. The matter is now 
under consideration by the War Department, and if favorably 
reported will be considered as an item for the Rivers and Harbors 
Bill of the next Congress. 


VII. District Tazes. 

The practice was begun this year of having the District tax bills 
sent out with town tax bills and allowing the same five per cent. 
discount for prompt payment. 

The tax rate for the current year was $2.50 on $1000 property 
valuation. 


VIII. Benches. 


One of the District’s benches disappeared from Bass Beach last 
summer, and has not been replaced. This leaves us four benches.
